Paris, April 7.—The advance guard of 
the army of foreigners invading Paris 
for the exposi®*)n has made its entry and 
a very large proportion are Americans. 
Every moment of the day now one sees 
cabs flying about the boulevards joaded 
with Saratoga trunks,-while the familiar 
American accent is heard in restaurants 
and other places of popular resort. The 
hotels are already filling up and the 
prices of everything are rising. In fact 
those first arrivals form a sort 6f forlorn 
hope on whom the hotel and shopkeepers 
are experimenting with increased 
charges. 

Not only the visitors. but permanent 
residents are beginning to fee] the burden 
of the advanced rates which most of the 
hotels have raised that the guests are 
obliged to either leave or to accept poorer 
accommodations.. Those who are unfor- 
tunate enough to have only monthly 
leases on their apartments have been 
notified that their rents will be doubled 
for six months after the opening of the 
exposition. The cab drivers have an eye 
On greater wealth and are trying-to ar-: 
range with the government for increased 
fares. 

At the exposition itself everything is 
bustle and confusion. Heavy draught 
teams line the gtreets adjoining the ex- 
position buildings waiting to deposit thedr 
loads of exhibits. The American exhibi- 
tors are finding themselves. seriously 
handicapped in preparing for the instal- 
lation, owing to the unexpected conges- 
tion on the gailroads between Havre and 


| Paris and also on the tracks within the 


exposition grounds. There is a continual 
Struggle between representatives of every 
nation to get cars in the grounds, but the 
French people hold the key to the situa- 
tion and take good care that their own 
cars are taken to their exhibit space and 
unloaded before those of the United

They keep wo- 
man down in public matters whenever 
they can, steal her thiinder and make use 
of it, and then insist that “in our judg- 
ment this is the thing to do,’’ when they 
decide upon some important point that 
has been suggested years before by wo- 
men. Clever women know this and are 
contented to work on acquiring what they 
want, ard generally getting it, so long as 
they flatter the vanity of man into think- 
ing he is coing the thing himself. But 
the moment she forgets herself and as- 
serts her ascendency: the moment her 
ambition lures her into saying, “my in- 
fluence did that,’ then and there she is 
squelched and told what her sphere in 
life is. When she goes on quietly and her 
inspiration leads in the right direction 
there is never the question, ‘“‘chercher la 
femme.”’

the organization of the new Atlanta chap- 
ter, which will be known as the “‘Thomas 
Jefferson chapter.” 

Mrs. Park, in an interview concerning 
the work, being done in patriotic lines by 
the various chapters throughout Georgia, 
diseussed with enthusiasm the prominence 
of the recent national convention of the 
Revolution 
in Washington.

Stood, and today thousands of acres that 
heretofore grew cotton as the main 
Staple, are now growing fruit in endless 


the patnstaking grower. 

Take the single industry of truck farm- 
ing in further evidence of the adaptability 
of this soil and climate. Already. this par- 
ticular branch of farming is being encour- 
aged to a marked degree. Mr. Morris 
Weslosky, in conjunction with Mr. 8. 
B. Brown, two of the most progressive 
and public spirited citizens of the state. 
have started upon truck farming on a 
large scale, and it is a study to look 
upon the outline of their inspiriting work 
for this year. On the plaee of Mr. Wes- 
losky they have thirty acres in toma- 
toes, in vigorous growth, the whole field 
of plants having been grown in hotbeds 
and perfected in winter beds. I saw two 
of the hot beds, 10x100, that were covered 
with sliding glass frames, where the 
young plants were started. From these 
they were transplanted to winter beds of 
10x7% which were covered with white 
homespun or domestic, and so arranged 
as to have the canopy rolled sq as to let 
in the air, while in extreme cold weather 
pine straw is used as a further protection 
against severe freezes, this being re- 
moved in mid-day so as to give the trans- 
planted plants sufficient light to encour- 
age a vigorous stalk. There were thir- 
ty of these winter beds when I saw the 
farm, or one to each acre. From these 
the plants are taken at a proper age, 
when all danger of coid and frost is over, 
and set at proper distances for cultivation. 
A single stick is put in the ground, by 
the side of each plant, as a support, and 
the vine is pruned so as to leave the 
straight stalk with a cluster at the top—

When 
carefully handled, picked as soon as 
mature, free from dirt, pieces of leaves 
or “squares,” and properly ginned on a 
roller gin giving a long even staple, 
free from seed hulls, Egyptian cotton 
grown in Texas appears to be fully 
equal to the imported fiber. A sample 


of cotton of the crop of 1899, sixth gen- 
eration, grown in Texas, has been pro- 
nounced by some of the most extensive 
importers of Egyptian cotton in this 
country to be of superior quality. No 
spinning tests have yet been recorded. 

The report finally concludes: 

If the production of Egyptian cotton is 
to succeed on a commercial scale in the 
United States it must be in the gulf coast 
region, where the crop will have to with - 
stand the conditions of uncertain Fans, 
perhaps supplemented with irrigation, © 
in the irrigated lands of the southwest. 
In the former region cotton cultivation 1s 
wel] established and labor is comparative- 
ly cheap. In the regions where irriga- 
tion is practical, farmers and laborers 
alike are generally unused to the cultl- 
vation of cotton on a large scale, wages 
are generally higher than in the cotton 
belt, and the field crops grown are such 
as require less hand labor than ds in- 
volved in the “chopping.” hoeing, and 
picking of cotton. The -most promising 
means for the successful production of 
Egyptian cotton in this country appears 
to be either in developing improved hardy 
and productive varieties that will with- 
stand the conditions in the gulf coast re- 
gion, particularly its western part, or in 
devising methods of culture in the tIrri- 
gated lands that will require less hand 
labor. It will be necessary in elther case 
to keep up a contmual selection of seeds 
in order that the quality,of the fiber may 
be kept up to the highest possible 
standard 

From the results thus obtained it 
will be.seen that the Egyptian cotton 
seed can be successfully acclimated, 
and that its cultivation can be made 
another source of income to the enter- 
prising southern planter.

| Few of our citizens who see Mr. Ben 
'Crew walking down Peachtree, these fine 
| mornings, looking youthful and serene— 
the type of a quiet and successful busi- 
ness man—are aware of the fact that he 
was once the manager of the most famous 
war daily of the confederacy. 

At that time he was a beardless young- 
ster, but he was one of the most valuable 
men connected with the office force of 
the old Chattanooga Rebel.

There is nothing like it in the history 
of journalism. 

In those days it was difficult to get 
white paper and other material, and The 
Rebel, always on the wing, falling back 
with the armies of Johyston and Hood, 


had a harder time than any of its contem- 


| poraries. 


Transportation was disarranged, and 
business was demoralized, but young 
Crew was equal to the emergency. How 
he did it nobody ever knew, but he 
bought supplies and kept the office run- 
ning, rarely ever missing an issue. 

When he could not get white paper 
he used yellow, and when the supply was 
short he printed half sheets. 

That little paper was a wonder. It 
was so free and fearless that it was a 
terror to General Bragg, and it was in 
tremendous demand among both soldiers 
and citizens. 


Fine newspaper men, like Henry Watter- 
son, Frank M. Paul and others wrote 
for it. 

It was printed on a handpress, but the 
circulation ran up to 20,000 coples! 

That was phenomenal under the circum- 
stances. With its slow facilities it had to 
go to press at 6 o’clock in the evening 
to run off its edition. 


Crew worked himself almost to death, 
but he had a good force, and the writers 
and printers endured every hardship with- 
out complaining. 

Under showers of shot and shell, 
paper came out every day, unless the re- 
treat of the confederates forced it to 
pack up and fall back. 

The Rebel was printed in ashalf dozen 
{including Atlanta, and it finally 
wound up at Selma, though there is a 
tradition that its owner tried to escape 
with a proof press and two saddle bags 
of type, riding on a mule into the moun-

MISSISSIPPI EVENTS 
BRIEFLY RELATED 


Jackson, Miss, April 7.—(Special.)—The 
Mississippi stateheuse commission met 
yesterday morning and is now engaged in 
considering the plans and specifications 
fur the new million d:llar structure to be 
erected on the old penitentiary site. 

As vet very few plans have been sub- 
mitted and the architects on the ground 
are by no means the representative mem- 
bers of their profession in the United 

tates, but the commission feels confident 
that others will be on file before the con- 
test closes on the 20th. Up to two weeks 
ago it looked as though orly three plans 
were to be considered, but since that time 
a good many architects in various parts 
of the country have written to Governor 
Longino announcing that they would have 
plans to submit and from what can be 
ascertained a good many of these plans 
have participated in other contests, as it 
is a phvsieal impossibility for an ar- 
chitect of recognized standing and ability 
to prepare an original plan within the 
short time allowed by the commission's 
advertisement. 

The Zeucher plan, which is generally 
thought to be the winner, is on hand, and 
likewise the Weathers plan. The latter, 
however, was filed under a different name 
on account of the somewhat unenviable 
light in which it was placed by the re- 
cent action of the lower house of 
legislature. In view of the fact that only 
$1,500 is to be paid for the accepted plan, 
and no second prize is offered, it is rather 
surprising to notice the interest that ts 
being taken in the contest. 

And yet there is very little talk regard- 
the supervision of the work. This 
question is to be settled after a plan is 
adopted and the lucky architect will not- 
urally expect to secure the position at a 
fat salary. The name of Major Marette, 
of New Orleans, is being prominently 
mentioned in connection with the place 
and he is expected to arrive in the city 
within the next few days to look over the 
field and ascertain his prospects. Major 
Marette is one of the most prominent ar- 
chitects in the country, having held the 
position of supervising architect of the 
treasury department under Cleveland's 
administration.

Section 328, of the code of 1895, will also 
probably be cited during the hearing.

EXmbracery is an attempt, whether 
successful or not, to influence a jury 
corruptly to one side by promises, per- 
suasions, entreatig¢s, money, enter- 
tainments and the like. Every em- 
bracer who shall procure, or attempt 
to \procure,~a juror to take money, 
gain or profit, or shall corruptly in- 
fluence, or attempt to influence a ju- 
ror, by persuasion, promises, entreat- 
les, or by any other means, shall be 
punished by imprisonment and labor 
in the penitentiary for not less than 
one year, nor longer than four years. 
And the juror convicted of taking 
money, gain or profit, or of: being cor- 
ruptly influenced as aforesaid, shall 
be punished by confinement and labor 
in the penitentiary for not less than 
two years nor longer than five years, 
and shall be forever disqualified to 
act as a juror.

The question has come 
to an issue by virtue of a sermon preach- 
ed recently in Plymouth church by Dr.

This 
called forth earnest protests on the part of 
many in Chicago, including Dr. Herrick 
Johnson, Professor A. C. Zenos, Dr. W. 
G. Craig and others, and it became evi- 
dent that Presbyterial action would prob- 
ably be taken. Dr. Hillis has forestalled 
that by announcing that he has with- 
drawn from the presbytery and will con- 
nect himself with the Congregational 
body. The question with regard to Pro- 
fessor McGiffert is not yet absolutely de- 
cided. Some of the members of the pres- 
bytery believe that he should not be al- 
lowed to withdraw under all the circum- 
stances, having delayed long as he 
did, until the appeal to the assembly was 
actually made, There arises also the ques-

The question of Sunday rest, especially 
in its industrial and social aspects, has 
claimed greatly increased attention on the 
continent of Europe within recent years, 
by legislation and by the influence 
of public sentimert, large numbers of 
wage earners have already been released 
from the slavery of uninterrupted toil. 

This movement has been promoted by 
the example of this country. It is surely 
right that the action of our representa- 
tives abroad should be such as to give em-

There are four Presbyterfan churches 
in South Africa: the Dutch Reformed 
ehurech of South Africa, found in Cape 
Colony and Natal as well as in Orafige 
Free State and the Transvaal; an Eng- 
lish speaking Presbyterian church, organ- 
ized two years ago with congregations 
from Cape Town to Buluwayo by the 
missionary synod of Kaffraria, in con- 
nection with the Free church of Scotland, 
found exclusively in Kaffraria, and the 
Presbyterian church of Basutoland, the 
outcome of the faithful labors of the 
Paris missionary society. The last named 
body of Presbyterians, says The Quar- 
| terly Register of the Alliance of Reform- 
ed Churches. “is one whose history {fs 
worthy of most careful study, and whose 
stretchings out after church organization 
and activity entitle its members to our 
deep sympathy.’ The mission was found- 
ed sixty years ago, has been carefully 
and thoroughly tended all these years and 
is now reaping its reward. There is a 
body of 10,000 native church members, with 
as many young people of both sexes in the 
' schools. With rare prudence only seven 
natives have as yet been ordained, but 
at present a considerable body of edu- 
cated natives has been raised up, from 
which native pastors and evangelists may 
be and are being drawn. In 1894 a general 
synod was formed, the work having been 
till that time in the hands of a council 
of foreign workers.

IS THE CHURCH CHRISTIAN? 


Does It Stand for the Things for Which Jesus Christ Stond and 
Teach the Truths He Taught. 


Below we publish the first installment 
of a series of letters received by the Na- 
tional Christian Citizenship League 
Chicago in answer to the question: “Is 
the Church Christian?’ Other articles 
by leading thinkers will follow: 

Dr. Heber Newton. 


In-answer to your question—Is_ the 
church Christian—I can only at present 
give a word. If by this is meant, are 
there earnest Christian ‘souls ‘in the church 
and hosts of them, seeking to follow the 
Master ‘according to their light, no one 
can fail to answer, yes. If by the ques- 
tion, however, is meant, Is the church, 
as an organization, Christly, possessed 
of the spirit of Christ, and following the 
teachirgs of Christ, and organized upon 
the principles of Christ? then I am afraid 
the answer must be, no. The teachers 
of the church, for the most part, are far 
from following the teachings of Jesus. 
Nay, they are far from recognizing what 
those teachings are. The organization 
of the church is planned and patterned 
upon a policy which is the very antithesis 
of a true society of Jesus. Commercialism 
dominates the organization and conven- 
tionality tyrannizes the pulpit. The iaw 
of the market rather than the law of the 
mount, is accepted by the church at large. 
Our protestant churches 
for the most part, of a constituency drawn 
from the well-to-do classes, and they see 
nothing essentially unsound or unethical 
in the economic system of the day. The 
pulpit, therefore, is rarely free to de- 
liver its soul, if it has one, fpon the burn- 
ing questions of our generation 
leaders of the blind, both seem hastening 
to fall into the ditch which Hes before 
our civilization! And yet, within the 
Christian church is the very ideal that 
the world hungers for, the very law that 
it needs to apply its economic problems. 
the very power to solve these problems. 
Infinitely pathetic thé situation! Yours 
sincerely, R. HEBER NEWTON.

Some Memories of the Country About 
tue Bright Little Georgia 
City.

In order that the reader may under- 


stand why this is so, I have to mention 
the fact that this little city was the 
hom nele Billy’’ Mosely.

“Unele Billy’ Mosely was a Hardshell 
Baptisi elder, and preached the first Bap- 
tist sermon ever delivered in the town 
of Griff anding under the shade of 
son near a cluster of springs, 
which were covered up by the building 
of the railroad that splits the center of 
oli New Orleans street, at that time ‘the 
only street of the town. 

While this good man has long since 
passed away and left nothing, perhaps 
not a tombstone, to preserve his name, 
I can teil you that the seed he scattered

again to Uncle Billy Mosely I could tell 
the assembled Baptists of what use2 to 
be thought of the importance of water in 
receiving members. I will remark that 
Uncle Billy got them under until Uncle 
Solomon Bloodworth was satisfied that 
they were wet, if he had to engage in a 
rough and tumble wrestle to do it. Uncle 
Billy’s strength enabled him to make a 
sreat success of baptisings, and but one 
time can I recall of his having any trou- 
ble at all. This was in the case of a 
big nergo blacksmith—for Uncle Billy did 
not scorn to baptise negroes. This negro 
was a giant himself and every time for 
several times he would throw up a hand 
or a foot so that it would not get under. 
Uncle Solomon Bloodworth was a close 
watcher for such as this and time after 


time he had to be put under again. At 
last Uncle Billy got tired of such fool- 
ishness and they clinched for the final 


wrestle. The negro was a giant, but he 
was no match for the great old Hard- 
shell. He lifted the negro with what was 


called the “old higst,”’ soused him to the 


Solomon pronounced it sufficient, when 
the negro arose and scrambled to Ahore, 
remarking as soon as he could speak: 

“Some man's going to loose a nigger 
,at this foolishness.’’ 

Near these old “‘falls’’ was a rock known 
as the “sliding rock.’”’ I mention it as a 
curlosity of those days, for Il presume that 
it has long since been blasted to ruin for 
the use of progress. This rock was nearly 
a hundred yards wide and sloped down an 
incline some two or three hundred yards. 
There was no use for the modern tobog- 
gans when they had this rock. A boun- 
tiful supply of water spead over the rock 
ending in a deep pool at the bottom. The 
rock was as soft as velvet to the touch 
from a moss that grew upon it and ten 
times slicker than ice. The boys had to 
sit down at the top/ give a little start 
and they went like a bullet to the bottom 
and dumped into the pool. It was great 


fun in those days. You may hear about 
“shooting the chutes’ and sliding down 
the toboggans, but there will never be 
anything to equal these rocks. I guess 
it is all right for them to be torn away, 
for more than apt the boys of this day 
and time would break glass upon them 
and make them useless as “sliding rocks’ 
as we ised to slide.

The Close Was Irregular and Unset- 
tled with Prices Moving in 
Contrary Directions in 
Different Parts of 
the List. 


New York, April 7.—The speculative enthu- 
Sliasm for an advance in prices of securities 
received a decided shock in the showing made 
by the clearing house banks in their weekly 
Statement today. The buying demand fell 
away and stocks came up on the market at 
Ceclining prices. The most important part of 
the earlier gains were wiped out and the mar- 
ket closed unsettled and irregular, prices mov- 
ing in contrary directions in different parts of 
the list and net changes being much mixed. 
The short session thus ended began auspicious- 
ly enough, under the influence of renewed buy- 
ing orders from abroad, which were said to 
have their source in Holland. Bull pools re- 
sumed iheir operation in various stocks, and 
the continued strength in Sugar gave tone to 
the industrial list. Pennsylvania, Baltimore 
and Ohio preferred, Missouri Pacific and 
Chesapeake and Ohio were conspicuous exam- 
ples of strength. The list promptly gave way 
on the appearance of the bank statement on 
in cash had placed it from $4,000,000 two 
$6,000,000. Operations with the sub-treasury 
alone furnished an increase of $4,000,000 to 
the banks.

MAJORITY OF SLAYERS ACQUITTED 


Victims Put Hands to Hip Pocket. 
No Gun Found on Dead 
Body.

Columbia. S. C., April 7.—(Special.)—The 
charge of “‘blood guiltiness’’ made against 
the people of this state two years ago 
by Bishop Ellison Capers, of the Protest- 
ant I-pispocal church, has been repeated 
by Judce W. C. Benet in an address to 
to the grand jury in this city. The bishop 
appointed a day for special sermons 
against blood guiltiness; the judge urges 
action against the hip pocket pistol. He 
said in part: 

‘The annual report of the attorney gen- 
eral made to the general assembly for 
the fiscal year 1899 shows to the world 
that during the previous twelve months 
“3 of our fellow citizens Were put to 
death by the hand of our own fellow cit!- 
vens: 243 homicides in the small state of 
South Carolina in one year, and last year 
was not an exceptional year. This is 
just about. the annual quota. It is ap- 
palling to look back ‘and think that so 
many of our fellow citizens who were 
alive one year ago now sleep in bloody 
graves, It is perhaps still more appall- 
ing to look forward and know by this 
time next vear an equal number will find 
an equal number of bloody graves. This 
may startle the ordinary citizen, but this 
is a fact which cannot be denied. These 
948 homicides were only the cases where 
indictments have been brought and do 
not include those where the slayer is un- 
known. 

“It is true that our proportion in South 
Carolina is not greater than that of our 
sister states of the south and the west. 
But, gentlemen, in comparison with the 
number of homicides in other civilized, 
Christian countries—for instance, Germa- 
ny, Great Britain and France—the num- 
ber of homicides in South Carolina should 
not exceed twenty-five or thirty annually. 
Compared with some countries, should 
not exceed fifteen. and yet Richland 
county at this term of court displays the 
bloody record of nine homicides com- 
mitted since the last term of coupt—since 
last November. Should not these facts. 
rentlemen, give us pause and induce us to 
see if something cannot be done to stop 
or check to some extent this fearful cal- 
endar of murder and manslaughter? 

“The homicides in the southern states 
and South Carolina are in a large meas- 
ure utterly unnecessary and spring from 
false notions of manhood and bravery, 
and from mistaken views of self-defense. 
They are the result of angry encounters 
in which one is armed and supposes the 
other to be armed. I Say that they gre 
needlessly numerous. We are not more 
hot tempered than other people, nor more 
sudden or quick in a quarrel than our 
forefathers. The records of the courts 
of fifty years ago show that the crime of 
homicide was much rarer in this state 
than it now is. Your forefathers were 
men of like passions with yourselves, Tne 
inglishman,. the German or the Frencn- 
man is neither milder mannered nor less 
pugnacious than the American. 

“What is the cause, gentlemen, of this 
extraordinary number of homicides? I am 
sure each one of you can assign certainly 
as one cause the deplorable custom of 


carrying pistols, a custom carried to suck | 


an extent that our state may be regard- 
ed an armored camp in time of peace. 
Our young men and boys, black and white, 
rich and poor, seem to think that their 
outfit ts not complete without a pistol; 
some of our older men show a bad ex- 
ample, and I regret to say some public 
officials have on occasions been found 
armed in violation of the law. Pist@ls are 
carried not as a protection at night in 


some lonely road or in some remote part | 


of the country during the day or in some 
dangerous neighborhood, but at public 
meetings, on the streets, at social gath- 
erings, even at dances, even at daily la- 
bor, and following the plow, and I add 
also even at church and prayer meeting, 
and as for those gatherings known as tne 
negroes’ hotasuppers, is there ever a hot 
supper without a cold corpse? The ne 
gro will imitate the white man and imi- 
tate him more successfully in his vices 
and his crimes than tin his virtues. 

“Mr. Foreman and sgentlemen, it would 
be an interesting experiment if the court 
were at this moment to order the sheriff 
and his bailiffs to search the pockets of 
all in this courthouse now and see how 
many pistols will be found carried on the 
person concealed even in the temple of 
justice.

them on that plea, because forsooth the 
defendant, the man slayer, testified that 
when he shot his victim had put his hand 
to his hip pocket or was about to place 
it there, and he was induced to believe 
by that act that he had a pistol and was 
about to draw it. He presumed, in otner 
words. that he was in danger and acted, 
as he claimed, in self defense. If that pre- 
sumption is to be regarded by petit juries, 
must we not create another presumption 
in fact to’meet it—that the man who 
carries a pistol habitually must be pre- 
sumed to have murder in his heart and {s 
a dangerous man to the peace of any 
community.’”’

sponsible for the drawing of ignorant and 
improper persons on the juries. 

Referring to the pardoning power by 
the executive, he said it was abused and 
misused because of sympathy for the 
criminal or importunity and actual perse-

The man Was not arrested for 
this murder, Benedetto gays the laborers 
were frequently beaten with sticks.

A modern Arcadia! A place where the 
laboring man is unhampered by the wiles 
of the politician, and where all are on an 
equal footing. The home of'socialism, a 
town where the people reside in primeval 
simplicity and arcadian happiness. Such 
a place is huskin, Ga., the co-operative 
colony situated in Ware county. 

This unique village is a community of 
socialists, pure and simple. In speaking 
of socialists, let us not confound the term 
with that of anarchists, or nihilists. So- 
cialism is the very antithesis of anarch- 
ism, as far removed in their beliefs anc 
principles as the poles. Anarchism dif- 
fers quite materially from the general ac- 
ceptation of the word anarchy, and while 
a claim to socialism, there 
between the two so- 


anarchists lay 
is a vast difference 
cieties. 

Anarchism is the mame adopted by 
revolutionary socialism. The members 
possess an aggregated idea of ‘ndivi-diual 
freedom and consider the government of 
man by man in the light of oppression. ' 

The principle aim and object of anarch- 
ism is the overthrow of the government. 
The father of anarchism declared, “‘the 
true form of state is anarchy,” and Web- 
ster defines anarchy as a condition where 
there is a complete absence of govern- 
ment, or a state of society where thers 
is no law or supreme power, or where the 
laws are not efficient, and individuals do 
what they please with impunity. This is 
anarchis n. Socialism is something else 
Anacchism is iconoclastic, inasmuch as it 
would tear down and destroy governmen:. 
Socialism aims at the elevation of the 
laboring @asses, the principle aim being 
to bring the workers into closer relations 
with the natural resources of subsistence 
and culture. They believe that the land 
and capital, the requisites of labor and 
source of wealth and culture, should be- 
come the property of society and man- 
aged by it for the public good. The so- 
cialistic idea is a theory of society ad- 
vocating a more harmonious arrangement 
of the general social relations of mankind 
than has wrevailed heretofore. They be- 
lieve that society should be organized by 
property, industry and the 
sources of livelihood, they also advocate 
the elevation of the domestic and social 
relations of mankind. One of their most 
lauded theories is the community of prop- 
negation of individual rights 
to property, working under the co-opera- 
tive basis of industr#l protherhood. 

So much for socialism: in genera... In 
August, 1$94, J. A. Wayland, of Indiana, 
with a number of other enthusiastic re- 
formers, organized the Rvskin association 
for the purpose of defnonstrating to oe 
world that co-operation can be oomeewagens - 
ly carried on by laboring men, that * ey 
can combine and work to their own meget 
ests and derive the benefits of their conncuet 
They settled, in Tennessee, and names 
their new tcwn Ruskin. Starting with a 
membership of thirty-five and 312,000 cap 
jial, the commonwealth went to work in 
dead. earnest. Thera were no _ drones, 
everybody worked. In five years’ tim? 
the membership had increased to nearly 
three hundred souls, with a paid in capital 
of $57,000, their property pessessing an ac- 
tual value of $115,000. This result was at- 
tained through a strict attention to ousi- 
ness and a perseverance worthy of suc- 
cess. Each member felt that success of 
co-operation depended on his individual 
efforts. Caste was not recognized, and 
the aristocratic element conspicuous by 
its absence. 

The founder, Mr. Wayland, 
with the ccmmunity for about one year, 
when he left for Girard, Kas., where he 
is now running a paper. 

Events in the new colony moved smooth- 
ly for nearly four years. The people 
seemed to prosper ’n all their undertek- 
ings.

A few members of anarchistic 
views and free love tendencies began 
sowing the seeds of discord and preaching 
their ruinous doctrines.

Wood choppers were soon felling the 
trees, making shingles, cutting 
posts, and in a comparatively short time 
had over one hundred acres added to their 
farm. which they will cultivate this year. 
They also rented the Lee farm, three 
miles from the town, containing one hun- 
dred and thirty acres of tillable land.

Just a little down the railroad from 
the site of the new depot stands the com- 
modious two stcry frame buildings, the 
cld Bailey and Thigpen residences, which 
have been handsomely fitted up 2s hotels 
for the accomn -cdation of visitors from 
the north, of which w.nere are now about 
twenty spending the winter there. Be- 
yond these buildings are a number ot neat 
little cottages. Qn the other side of the 
railroad the printing office, dining room 
and laundry are situated. 

The Ruskinites live strictly up to their 
doctrine of property, excepting household 
furnituré and clothing. They all eat in 
one large dining room. A first-class baker 
furnishes bread and the culinary depart- 
ment is presided over by competent cooks. 
The dining room is one hundred and 
twenty-five by twenty-six feet, sufficient- 
ly large to geat three hundred and fifty 
persons at one time. The printing office, 
which adjoins the dining room, 
is of the same dimensions. It 
is one of the best equipped offices 
in south Georgia. A perfecting 
press, which prints and folds either a four 
page or an eight page paper at a speed 
of ten thousand an huur, is in the front 
office, together with two job presses and 
a large paper cutter. The composing 
rooms contain a large assertment of body 
and job type. The steam laundry and 
bakery occupy space in the same build- 
ing.

While the school building is not a mag- 
nificent temple of knowledge the curricu- 
lum will rank with the best public schools 
of the state.

RuSkin has a well stocked library of 
1,500 volumes of choice Titerature, the 
reading rooms being open every night and 
on Sunday afternoons. Members of the 
society who so desire can get the books 
and take them to their homes. In addi- 
tion to the library the Ruskinites have 
a lyceum where joint debates are indulged 
in. Being mostly well read people the 
subjects discussed are handled in a man- 
ner indicating a thorough know!edge of 
the worlds of art, science and literature.

I am more and more surprised every day 
at the little the Spanish knew about the 
different parts of their Philippine posses- 
sions. They seldom penetrated the interior

positive knowledge about it,” was the 
reply. -‘“‘There is biack .sand in every 
stream you cross, and the Spaniards 
claimed that there was gold in the sands 
of the Cababaya in the province of Capiz. 
It is said there are quicksilver deposits in 
the same province, and that copper exists 
in Antique. These matters will have to 
be settled by the prospector and by the 
government . geologists. Just now we 
have our hands full in trying to keep the 
people quiet. I can only say that the 
land looks remarkably rich, and that it 
can be cultivated high up in the moun- 
tains. ' The climate is, as far as I have 
seen, not unhealthful, but the people are 
semi-civilized and hard to control.”’ 

TH DISTRICT OF THE VISAYANS. 
This military district is that of the Vi- 
sayan Islands. It embraces the large 
islands of the middle of the archipelagoa 
lying between Luzon on the north and the 
Mohammedan Islands of Mendanao and 
Sulu on the south. It embraces some

THEY BELIEVE IN BRYAN. 

In talking of the situation, Genera] 
Hughes said: . 

“I believe a great deal of harm I!s being 
done by the people of the United States 
discussing the advisapility of leaving the 
islands. All such reports are published 
over here, and they have led the people 
to believe that the Americans will eveniu- 
ally give up the struggle. They had been 
assured that congress, as soon as it met, 
would stop the war and withdraw the 
troops, and have been told that Mr. Bryan 
had advised that this should be done. You 
will be strprised to know that some of 
them can @vote Bryan's speeches and can 
name others of ‘the ~anti-expansionists. 
Bryan has been pictured as almost equal 
to the president in power. They have 
been given only one side of the ease. and 
this has come from the Filipino newspa- 


ed parts of the Philippines, and a num- 
ber of large islands which are noted for 
their products of sugar, hemp and their 
possibilities in the way of coal and other 
minerals. Cebu, for instance, is a great 
hemp-raising region. Samar produces 
sugar, rice and coffee. Negros, which I 
can see from Iloilo, has some of the best 
sugar plantations, and the island of Bohol 
is noted for its pearl fisheries. These 
islands are populated by a different peo- 
ple from the Tagalos, who are the rebels 
of Luzon, Known as the Visayans. They 
have a different language and customs, 
but in most of the islands they have 
united with the Tagalos to oppose our 
troops. They are not as aggressive as 
the Tagalos, but are quite as vicious ‘n 
many of their ways and are of about 
the same grade of intelligence and civil- 
ization. both of which I should say

I went with Lieutenant Van Deman for 
a ride into the-country today, and he 
showed me lands which were, he said, typ- 
ical of all the lowlands of Panay. They 
were little patches of black mud in which 
rice was growing and about which there 
were groves of cocoanut trees. Among 
the trees were thatched huts upon piles, 
and in the fields here and there women 
were working. : 

“That” said Mr. Van Meman, “Ig a 
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double row on each story, and the animals 
face one another, With their tails turned 
toward the sea. There are inclined planes 
or stairs by which they are led up to the 
exercise deck, and by which they are tak- 
en.from story to story. They are, in fact, 
tréated with as much care as the men. 
They are fed regularly and given a foot 
and leg bath every morning. After their 
bath they are brought upstairs for their 
constitutional and then tied there for a 
time with their faces toward the sea, in 
order that they may see the wild ocean 
as it rolls. They are carefully inspected 
every morning ahd their temperature is 
taken four times a.day by the mule doc- 
tor. If they are not just right they get 
a dose of medicine at'once, and are more 
carefully fed. As a result the mules are 
today, in better condition than gvhen they 
left Seattle three months ago. hey have 
weathered some of the most terrible of 
ocean storms, have been sea sick and bat- 
tered about, and still only five have been 
lost in the cargo of five hundred and 
nine.

THE ISLAND OF MINDORO. 

We left Manila at night and awoke to 
fiind our steamer coasting along the great 
island of Mindoro. We kept it in sight the 
most of the day, its blue smoky mountains 
rising in places almost straight from the 
Wwater’s edge, and rolling oné over the 
Gther until they lost themselves in the 
clouds. We were not near enough to dis- 
tinguish the character of the land or its 
vegetation, but could tell that the moun- 
tains are heavily wooded, and it is said 
that the torests are full of mahcgany, 
teak and other valuable trees. The island 
is one of the largest of the Philinpines, 
and as yet is practically unexplored. It 
is bigger than the state of Connecticut 
and has a ,opulation of about 100,000, al- 
most all of whom are savages. There is 
one town wilich has abcut 5,000 people, 
but the most of the inhabitants live in the 
wilds, go entirely naked and subsist upon 
roots, fruit and such’ fish and game as 
they can catch. Dean Worcester, who 
visited the island, describes it as un- 
healthy in the extreme, but his explora- 
tions did not extend very far inland, and 


It is half again as large as Porto Rico, 
and has a vast deal more cultivable land. 
Il have learned something of it from the old 
English residents of Iloilo and from the 
Filipinos, and have also the results of the 
investigations of Lieutenant Van Déman, 
the topographical engineer on the staff 
of General Hughes. Lieutenant Van De- 
man is a close observer. He has been on 
all of the expeditfons our soldiers have 
made throughout the island and is now 
making maps of it for the use of the war 
department. He has kindly 
map of the island for this letter. 

RICH PLAINS AND UNEXPLORED 

MOUNTAINS, 

From the map it will be seen that Panay 
is of the shave of an equilateral triangle. 
It looks small on our maps of the Philip- 
pines, but each side of it is almost 100 
miles long and altogether it has more than 
half as much land as the state of Massa- 
chusetts, It is a land of mountains and 
valleys. Low ranges cit it up into three 
great parts, represented by its three prov- 
inces, Antique at the west, Capiz at the 
north and Iloilo at the south, with its dis- 
trict Conception adjoining it on the east. 

All of these provinzes are much the 
same in character, being rolling hills, 
mountains and valley plains. ‘The moun- 
tains have some wood, but not the fine

sorts of unmentionable outrages. It will, I 
am told, take a large force to preserve 
order, and the entire settlement of the 
island wiil probably not be secured for 
months to come, 
A LAND OF COCOANUTS AND RICB. 
The character of Panay makes it a hard 
country for campaigning. The country is 
well watered, being cut up by streams as 
many as the veins of a leaf. These 
streams in the wet season flood the low- 
land and turn “hem into a vast lake, 
above which, when the rain ceases, the 
little green walls of the rice fields appear. 
It is impossible to ride over the flelds at 
this time. When the fields dry with the 
dry season they do so-only on top, so that 
what seems solid ground is only a crust. 
This crust will support a little Filipino 
pony, but a mule will break through it, 
and before you know it you will find that 
he has sunken up to his ears in the mud. 
The only animals that can be used to 
work such lands are the water buffaloes, 
who wallow along, half swimming 
through the mud as they drag the rude 
bamboo barrows or plows preparing the 
fields for rice planting. Even the military 
road which the Spanish built is little more 
than a crust. Where it is broken there are 
unfathomable mudholes making it impas- 


sample of the greater part of this island. 
Tt is made up of rice and cocoanuts, with 
sugar plantations scattered here and 
there through {t. The soil is exceedingly 
rich, and it produces enormously.”’ 
COFFEE AIND FIRUILTS, 

‘How about fruits, Neutenant?” sald .."’ 

“I believe almost any kind of tropical 
fruit will grow, but none are cultivated. 
We have bananas which grow wild, and 
a fruit which the people call the naranga, 
but which is not an orange. It 1s of the 
shape and color of the orange, but is 
albout twice as large as the grape fruit or 
shaddock which we have in our home 
markets. We have also bread_ fruits, 
but no oranges so far as I know. There 
are coffee plantations in Antique, fut 
they do not raise enough to make coffee 
figure largely as one of the exports from 
the island. Before the war about $1,500- 
000 worth of the stuff was exported from 
Tloilo annually. The province of Capiz 
produced half this amount, and Antique 
still less. There is considerable tobacco 
raised and some indigo, as well as cacoa, 
or chocolate, and hemp. I believe the 
land to be exceedingly rich, and doubt 
not it could be made to yield many times 
as much as it does.’’ 

IN THD MOUNTAINS OF PRANIAY., 


are decidedly low. Both people are nat- 


urally untrustworthy and the greatest 


care has to be taken to guard against 
surprises. 


The islands, while there are 
no large armies upon them, are every- 
where overrun with brigands and ban- 
ditt!, and there are parts of them which 


have not yet been subdued. Garrisons will 


have to be furnished for the chief towns 
and the principal roads should be pat- 
rolled by mounted cavalry to allow the 
people to work their flelds and to make 
them feel comparatively safe. 


A CHAT WITH GENERAL HUGHES. 


General R. P. Hughes, who ts,in charge 
of the Visayans, is well fitted for the posi- 
tion. He had a good chance to study 
the Filipino character when he was pro- 
vost marshal of the city of Manila. He 
took that place as soon as the city was 
occupied by our troops and it was by 
his vigilance that the insurgents were 
prevented from uprising and burning the 
Piu..ppine capital. For months after the 
occupation he slept in his clothes. There 
were rumors of uprisings Almost every 
day, but to most of them General Hughes 
paid»no attention. He merely kept his 
eyes open and said nothing. At last one 
day he doubled his guards and ordered 
that the troops be Kept in readiness for

pers, which are saying nothing favorable 
of the army of the Americans.” 
UNFIT FOR CITIZENSHIP. 

“What do you think of the people here, 
general, as possible American citizens?” f 
asked. 

‘“They may make Americans some day, 
but it will be a long time before they 
will be able to govern themselves accord- 
ing to our ideag of gitizenship. We shall 
have to put our™best licks on the next 
generation, and by education and example 
we May teach them American ideas and 
personal and politica] morality and honor. 
As it is, their training has been in the 
policy of the Spaniard as to such mat- 
ters. They believe it right and proper 
for officials to receive bribes, and they 
expect to pay them. J have just had 
trouble with a notary whom I appointed. 
He has gharged the English bank here 
$80 for hate a a note. They have re- 
ported it and I have cut his charge down 
to $15, which is less than allowed by the 
Spanish law. All the officials have been 
accustomed to making all they could out 
of their offices, and I don’t see how the 
abuses can be remedied. If we had some 
American officials, young men and honest 
men, who could come ‘out here prepared 
to remain for twenty years or So on the 
assurance that they would be retained 
in office, we might be able to do some- 
thing in the way of reform by and by, 
but as it is the situation is rather dis- 
couraging.”’

AWSON is not like the average Ca- 
{) nadian camp. In Rossland, for in- 

stance, the poor workingman must 
stand for hours in front of an inanimate 
slot machine in order to get rid of his 
day’s wages. Neither is Dawson like the 
old, wild, wide open camps of the Pacific 
coast, nor the more modern camp of Col- 
orado. There are no deep-lunged loafers 
with long guns, and only a few with long 
hair, though it costs a dollar in Dawson 
to amputate one’s tresses. 

There is gambling,, to be sure, wide 
open and free,¢(if you have the dust), but 
it is sll business, quiet, earnest business. 
There is no loud talking over the tables. 
Only the soft clink of glasses, and the 
softer click of the chips that pass in the 
night, the burr of the roulette wheel and 
the swish of a silken skirt, disturb the 
stillness that hangs over the groups of 
silent men who, are crowding about the 
gaming tables—pushing their dust toward 
the till. They seem ever to be saying: “O, 
Mr. Gambler, please take my money and 
let me go to bed.

That was all she ever wrote fn her

Lady Mary Worthly Montague was 
doubtless celebrated in this line of liter- 
ature, but her letters are marred by a cer- 
tain indelicacy of tone and a self-con- 
sciousness which will not hide itself. 

Lord* Chesterfield’'s famous epistles to 
his son are more creditable to his head 
than to his heart; polished man of the 
world though he was, his teachings show 
him to have been but a sorry gentleman. 

Madame de Sevigne’s are always cheer- 
ing, for she possessed the rare art of giv~ 
ing a touch of sincere coloring to her cor- 
respondence, whatever the subject, 

Honora Balzac’s letters to Mme. de 
Hanska tefore his marriage with that 
lady are all that is pure, refined and de- 
lightful 

But, not one of those had, even fn a re- 
mote degree, any influence over the style 
of the epistolary literature of the age, 
whiist a small volume of 181 pages. con- 
sisting of five love letters, written by an 
unknown woman immured in an obscure 
convent in a remote province of Portugal 
nearly three centuries ago, and entitled 
simply “Lettres Portuguese,” suddenly re- 
volutionized the art of letter writing and 
became a model for the whole of Europe. 

In the seventeenth century the style of 
correspondence in France and England 
was laborious, affected. finecal and ilu- 
sive. Women expressed the complex emo- 
tions of their hearts with complex Insip- 
idity and with an elaborate effort at 
rhetoric which was at once wearisome 
and irritating. It indeed seemed, as Tal- 
leyrand expressed it, that words were 
used to disgujse their feelings rather than 
express them. 

A short preface to the “Lettres Portu- 
guese’’ which were published in Paris 
states that they were written to a “‘gen- 
tleman of quality’’ who was soldiering in 
Portugal, of whose name the publisher 
was ignorant. 

Edition after edition of this curious 
little book wes called for. Its success 
was immediate and unprecedented. 
Countless repetitions of the text and nu- 
merous translations appeared. Hosts of 
imitations flooded the bookstores, but the 
genuine letters held their own. 

tVho was the woman? How came it 
that any man who received such letters 
could have allowed mortal eye other than 
his own to rest on them? 

All that the letters told was that the 
name of the writer was Marianna, that 
she was a nun, that her convent windows 
overlooked the plains of Martoli, that she 
had loved and lost. 

So direct, and so eloquent in their clas- 
sic simplicity were the expressions of a 
forsaken woman, that the eyes of. the 
world were at once opened to its own de- 
ficiency, and from the day of the appear- 
ance of the Portuguese letters began to 
express themselves in simple, direct and 
sincere language. 

The letters are valuable as a revelation 
of the heart, pure and simple. They con- 
tain no incident, no attempt at rhetoric, 
but are simply the successive appeals of 
an unhappy woman who repeats her pro- 
testations of love without any effort at 
sensation or effect. Whilst she clamors 


| F’ modern Englhsn letter writers but 


at the door for mercy. she is fully con- 
Scious that the impassioned incident of 
her life is closed forever, but she is ab 
solutely powerless to moderate her emo- 
tions. 

In her first letter, which begins ab- 
ruptly and angrily, for it would appear 
that her lover lad ridden off without a 
personal farewell, she says: 

“Your lieutenant tells me that a storm 
forces you to put into a port a few miles 
from here. Are you quite sure that your 
lieutenant takes more interest in all that 
happens to you than I do? Why do you 
keep him better informed than you do 
me? I am very unfortunate if you find 
no opportunity of writing to me before 
your departure, and still more so if vou 
found one and did not use it in writing 
to me. You take advaniage of the ex- 
cuses which you had for goinz back to 
France. A ship was starting. Why 
did you not let her start? How can it be 
that, having known the cepths of mv 
heart and affections you are able to 
persuade yourself to abandon me forever 
and so expose me to the terrors of be- 
lieving that, for the future, I shall be for- 
gotten and sacrificed to the memory cf 
some new passion.’’ 

Her misery culminatesin the third let- 
ter, which is unsurpassed as a revelation 
of the self-torture of a sensitive mind. 

“I cannot persuade myself that you 
may no longer be thinking of me and in- 
deed I am feverishly jealous of whatever 
may give you happiness and of all that 
may touch your heart and lease your 
taste in France. 1 do not know why I 
write to you. I see well enough that you 
will only pity me, but I do not Wish yeur 
pity.”’ 

She recognized fully the hopelessness ct 
her lot, but write she must. In the fourth 
letter she says: 

“Dora Brites has been persecuting me 
for the last few days to leave my room, 
fancying that it would amuse me. She 
took me for a tour on the balcony from 
which one has a view of Martoli, but 
once the-e a cruel memory surged me 
and kept me company for the rest of thé 
day. * * * Whatever is done to solace 
me augments my sufferings, and in the 
remedies, therefore, I find infinite reasons 
why I should be miserable. I have cften 
seen you pass this spot and I was on that 
balcony on the fatal day when I first be- 
gan to feel symptoms of my ill-starred 
passion. I fancied that you wished to 
please me, although you did rot know 
me. I persuaded myself that you had 
noticed me amongst all the Jadies thaé 
were with me. Your air charmed me 
and I fancied that you were pleased that 
I should admire.” 

It was meery years before the clew 
given by the allusion to the piains otf 
Martoli brought forth even a part of the 
romantic history of the immortal letter¥ 
which were to create such a sensation 
and exercise such an extraordinary in- 
fluence in their way. 

At length Saint Simon and Duclos, the 
French philosophér, informed the world 
that the personage to whom tne letters 
were addressed was the Marquis de Uhan- 
tilly, a brave soldier and afterwards mar- 
shal of France, and subsequently a s*u- 


dent perusing the quaint old book, tuund 
a@ marginal note in taded ink, stating tnat 


the letters had been written by one Mar- 
janna Altaforado, a nun in a convent at 
e| Beja, in the province of Aluntijo.

The home of socialism, a 
town where the people reside in primeval 
simplicity and arcadian happiness. Such 
a place is Nuskin, Ga., the co-operative 
colony situated in Ware county. 

This unique village is a community of 
socialists, pure and simple. In speaking 
of socialists, let us not confound the term 
with that of anarchists, or nihilists. So- 
cialism is the very antithesis of anagch- 
ism, as far removed in their beliefs and 
principles as the poles. Anarchism dif- 
fers quite materially from the general ac- 
ceptation of the word anarchy, and whil¢ 
anarchists lay a claim to socialism, there 
is a vast difference between the two so- 
cieties. 

Anarchism is the name adopted by 
revolutionary socialism. The members 
possess an aggregated idea of ‘ndividual 
freedom and consider the government of 

1an by man in the light of oppression. 

The principle aim and object of anarch- 
ism, is the overthrow of the government. 
The father of anarchism declared, ‘‘the 
true form of state is anarchy,” and Web- 
ster defines anarchy as a condition where 
there is a complete absence of govern- 
ment, or a state of society where thers 
is no law or supreme power, or where the 
laws are not efficient, and individuals do 
what they please with impunity. This is 
anarchis n. Socialism is something else 
Anazcchism is iconoclastic, inasmuch as it 
would tear down and destroy government. 
Socialism aims at the elevation of the 
laboring classes, the principle aim being 
to bring the workers into closer relations 
with the natural resources of subsistence 
and culture. They believe that the land 
and capital, the requisites of labor and 
source of wealth and culture, should be- 
come the property of society and man- 
aged by it for the public good. The 
cialistic idea is a theory of society ad- 
vocating a more harmonious arrangement 
of the general social relations of mankind 
than has wrevailed heretofore. They be- 
lieve that society should be organized by 
regulating property, industry and the 
sources of livelihood, they also advocate 
the elevation of the domestic and social 
One of their most

relations of mankind. 
lauded theories is the community of prop- 
erty, or the negation of individual rights 
to property, working under the co-opera- 
tive basis of industrial brotherhood. 

In 
August, 1:94, J. A. Wayland, of Indiana, 
with a number of other enthusiastic re- 
formers, organized the Ruskin associution 
for the puirpose of demonstrating to the 
world that co-operation can be successful- 
lv carried on by laboring men, that they 
can combine and work to their own inter- 
ests and derive the benefits of their labor. 
They settled in Tennessee, and nanied 
their new tewn Ruskin. Starting with a 
membership of thirty-five and 3$12,W0 cap- 
ital, the commonwealth went to work in 
dead earnest. Thera were no drones, 
everybody worked. In five tims? 
the membership had increased to nearly 
three hundred souls, with a paid in capital 
of $57,000, their property pcssessing an ac- 
tual value of $115,000. This result was al- 
tained through a strict attention to busi- 
ness and a perseverance worthy of suc- 
cess. Each member felt that success of 
co-operation depended on his individual 
efforts. Caste was not recognized, and 
the aristocratic elerrent conspicuous by 
its absence.

Just a little down the railroad from 
the site of the new depot stands the com- 
modious two stcry frame buildings, the 
cld Bailey and Thigpen residences, which 
have been handsomely fitted up 2s hotels 
for the accomn.-cdation of visitors from 
the north, of which w.nere are now about 
twenty spending the winter there. Le- 
yond these buildings are a number of neat 
little cottages. On the other side of the 
railroad the printing office, dining room 
and laundry are situated. 

The Ruskinites live strictly up to their 
doctrine of property, excepting household 
furniture and clothing. They all eat in 
one large dining room. A first-class baker 
furnishes bread and the culinary depart- 
ment is presided over by competent cooks. 
The dining room is one hundred and 
twenty-five by twenty-six feet, sufficient- 
ly large to seat three hundred and fifty 
persons at one time. The printing office, 
which adjoins the dining room, 
is of the same dimensions. It 


is one of the best equipped offices 
in south Georgia. A perfecting 
press, which prints and folds ether a four 
page or an eight page paper at a speed 
of ten thousand an huur, is in the front 
Office, together with two Job presses and 
a large paper cutter. The composing 
rooms contain a large assortment of body 
and job type.. The steam laundry and 
bakery occupy space in the same build- 
ing.

Already fhey have in operation 
their cereal coffee factory, blacksmith, 
wagon and machine shops, leather belt 
and suspender factory and one or two 
other small industries. They have the 
machinery on the ground for a large sash, 
door and blind factory and are completing 
arrangements for the purchase of a saw 
mill. 

Educationally the growing Ruskinite is 
not neglected. They have a good schooi, 
presided over by Professor J. W. Denny. 
The kindergarten department is under two 
competent teachers, Mrs. Calkins and 
Mrs. Miller. Mrs. Denny and Mrs. Horton 
have charge of the primary department. 
While the school building is not a mag- 
nificent temple of knowledge the curricu- 
lum will rank with the best public schools 
of the state. The facilities for accommo- 
dating the pupils will soon be greatly in- 
creased by an addition to the school 
building. 

Ruskin has a well stocked library of 
1,500 volumes of choice Titerature, the 
reading rooms being open every night and 
On Sunday afternoons.

The officers of the common- 
wealth consist of such officers as are at 
the head of any corporation, together with 
a board of directors. The officers hold 
office one year, elections being held every 
January. The duties of the officers of 
the colony are those of customary town 
officials.

Editor Constitution—In last Sunday’s paper 
Mr. L. L. Knight invited discussion of the 
authorship of ‘‘The Isle of Long Ago.’"’ The 
subject Is one to.which I have given much 
thought and on which I have held more than 
one opinion. When I was compiling my book 
of selections from southern poets I carried on 
an extensive correspondence with the North 
Caroltna friends of Philo Henderson, who were 
warm in the defense of his claims. I thought 
they justified me in crediting the poem to 
him. When my book,- ‘Songs of the South,’’ 
was published in 1896, Messrs. Scott, Fores- 
man & Co., of Chicago, promptly wrote to my 
publishers, J. B. Lippincott Company, to point 
out that the verses in question appeared in 
their edition of Benjamin F. Taylor’s poems. 
They sent me a letter from Mrs. Taylor, with 
evidence of her husband’s having written it. 
I renewed my investigation and was so com- 
pletely convinced that I made the amende 
honorable by publishing notice of my unin- 
tentional error in The Critic and some other 
widely-read literary periodicals. 

I am sorry that the correspondence ts not 
now at hand, that I might give you some ex- 
tracts from the testimony that convinced me. 
It {s in my library at Milledgeville. ofr 
all forms of grand larceny, the appropriation 
of other people’s writings is most difficult of 
proof. In this case, one of the strongest points 
is the difference in the merit of ythe undis- 
puted vroductions of the two men. Philo 
Henderson was born in 1[1822. died 1852. 
These dates were sent me by a gentleman who 
visited his tomb for the purpose of obtaining 
them. Nearly if not quite all his published 
verses appeared in his own paper, The Hor- 
net’s Nest, and another with which he was 
connected. Through the kindness of his 
friends, I have read many of these and some 
unpublished poems, and I have not perceived 
any marks of genius, nor do they give me the 
impression that he would have shown it if 
his life had been prolonged. Mr. Taylor wrote 
quite a large volume of excellent verse, some 
of which is better than ‘‘The Isle of Long 
Ago,"’ though less striking to the popular 
fancy. 

Another point: A short and very pretty poem 
entitled ‘“‘Heaven’’ sometimes appeared in print 
over the name of Philo Henderson, but more 
frequently and correctly over that of a well- 
known lady. So it appears that his writings 
belong to both the categories described in the 
famous controversy between Gifford and Haz- 


litt. You doubtless remember that retort 
courteous: 
Mr. G.—**What we read from your pen we 


remember no more.”’ 
) Mr. H.—'*What we read from your pen we 
remember before.’’ : 

Just here I should Itke to mention an- 
other error most innocently committed and 
repeated. The beautiful poem, ‘‘A Name in 
the Sand,”* {s given in the first edition of the 
poems of George D. Prentice and is so credited 
in my book. But I have had a letter from 
the librarian of the public I!brary of Cin- 
cinnati, saying that he deeply regretted having 
led me ‘into error; that he collected Pren- 
tice’s poems for the press and mistakenly in- 
cluded that one. He had since been assured 
by Mr. Prentice’s family that he did not write 
it and never claimed it. It is omitted from 
all later editions. The author was Hannah 
F. Gould. 

I will, of course, omit the two poems spoken 
editions of my book. It 1s, 
however, very hard to undo an error of this 
sort; people forgive it, and forget the cor- 
rection. ‘A Name in the Sand’’ is credited 
to Prentice in the dainty volume dedicated to 
the King’s Daughters, ‘‘The Silver Cross,’’ 
and also in the popular text book lately pub- 
lished, “‘Stepping Stones to Literature.’’ The 
poem is exauisite and I am sorry to leave it 
out of my book. I have always thought of 
it as a companion piece to Wilde’s ‘‘My Life 
Is Like the Summer Rose.’’ It has the same 
note of pathetic lament over the fleeting na- 
ture of human affection and earthly fame, but 
excels it in its simple and sublime climax, of 
faith in Him who never forgets nor mistakes.

To make the testimony of Benjamin F. 
Taylor’s authorship of the poem ‘‘The Isle of 
Long Ago’’ sttil more conclusive, we have 
received from Mrs. James G. Armstrong, of 
Atlanta, an extremely rare old copy of one 
of the author’s first works, published in 1864, 
entitled ‘‘January and June,’’ which contains 
numerous poems interpreted with prose essays. 
*‘The Isle of Long Ago’’ is not included in the 
collection, one reason being that it was not 
writtem until several years later, but run- 
ning throughout the collection there are many 
subtle and brilllant gems of poetic thought 
which suggest the genius mirrored in the 
lines of ‘‘The Isle of Long Ago.’’ Certainly 
the pen which could produce *‘The Beautiful 
River,’’ one of the poems included in the 
collection, is capable of producing almost any- 
thing; and we print ‘“he Beautiful River’’ 
below in full in order that our readers may 
judge for themselves as to whether or not 
the author could have written ‘‘The Isle of 
Long Ago:’’ 


Like a foundling itn slumber the summer day 
lay 
On the crimson threshhold of even, 
And I thought that the glow through the azure- 
arched way 
Was a glimpse of the coming of heaven. 
There together we sat by the beautiful stream: 
We had nothing to do but to love and to

Evidently Benjamin F. Taylor is the author 
of the poem in question and Philo Henderson’s 
claim must be rejected. Not only as the au- 
thor of ‘‘The Isle of the Long Ago,’’ but also 
as the author of ‘‘The Beautiful River,’’ Mr. 
Taylor should be rescued from obscurity and 
placed in the forefront of American poets,— 


From present indications, this year’s 
output of books is likely to exceed last 
year’s output, which was itself little 
short of phenomenal. Perhaps the. suc- 
cess of such popular works as ‘‘Richard 
Carvel,” ‘‘Janice Meredith,” “‘To Have 
and To Hold,’ “In Connection with the 
De Willoughby Claim,’ ‘Fisherman's 
Luck,’’ and other literary favorites of 
the season, may account for the activity 
which is now going on in the circles of 
American authcership. Eager to repeat 
the achievements of such popular fa- 
vorites as Winston Churchill, Mary John- 
ston, Henry Van Dyke and other present 
day authors whose names are rapidly be- 
coming known wherever the English lan- 
guage is spoken and whose pocketbooks 
are steadily growing fat with the trib- 
ute of world-wide appreciation, hun- 
dreds of ambitious authors are devoting 
themselves with increased zeal to the 
task of producing something which will 
win the favor of that fickle gad called the 
public. Of course most of them are chas- 
ing phantoms and their labors will come 
to naught; but let us devoutly hope that 
some of them will succeed. We publish 
below the names of several of the books 
which are scheduled to come from the 
press this spring, and our readers may 
judge for themselves of the variety of in- 
terest which the list contains:

Deep regret is felt on both sides cf the

War correspondent, Archibald Forbes. 
Following so closely upon the demise of 
George W. Steevens, who was engaged in 
Similar lines of work, the blow to British 
journalism is doubly serious. Mr. Forbes 
was born in Scotiand in 1838. After grad- 
uating from Aberdeen college he entered 
the Royal Dragoons, ‘‘just to give fry 
wild blood a show,” as he put it long af- 
terwards. He served in the army nearly 
twelve years and then became a member 
of the staff of The London Daily News. 
That journal ordered him to the Franco- 
Prussian war, and there his capacity for 
physical endurance, tor securing ‘‘scoops,’” 
for winning friendships among the pow- 
erful and Keeping them, gave him a 
world-wida name. His work raised the 
circulation of ‘ihe Daily News some W,- 
000 copies arfd gave him an income prinze- 
ly in those days for a correspondent. 
Later he accompanied the prince cf 
Wales to India, and then in 1877 was be- 
fore Plevna with Skobeleff. To witness 
the first attack on Plevna he rode one 
horse eighty miles to the scene of battle, 
and when the fight was over rode ancther 
forty miles to get his dispatches off. Al- 
though sick from fever, he crept on his 
hands and knees from the Russian camp 
into the Turkish defenses of Plevna and 
was an eye-witness to the famous pur- 
render. In the later Servian war he rode 
a horse 100 miles in fourteen hours to te- 
cure his story.

In 
other years the Irish and Germans repre- 
sented the majority, and generally went 
into service; but these two nationalities 
are now so amalgamaved with the Amer- 
ican people that they can hardly be con- 
sidered aliens, and their friends and rela- 
tives are almost as numerous in this 
country as in their own. Moreover, the 
Irish or German girl who now comes over 
has a mind above gervice; local influence 
or native ability quickly puts her into a 
shop or a factory, and if she should go 
into service it is but as a means to an 
end. Italian girls never go into service, 
and few of them come to this o6untry 
unless to join male relatives. Even that 
is comparatively infrequent, for it is a 
rule that the Italian workman expects 
to return and marry in his own a 
and to buy a little farm with the earn- 
ings he has saved here. It is his plan 
to invest them in the gountry where 
money is reckoned by centimes rather 
than by dollars and where there are 
blue skies and nO hurry—forever and 
ever. -

If the man can be found he is commu- 
nicated with and efforts made to regulate 
their lives with due observance of the laws 
of the country, but often he cannot be 
found and then she must go back to the 
land from which she came. 

A corps of missionaries, representatives 
of the different nationalities, assist the 
barge office matron and her aids in pro- 
viding for the women and locating them 
to the best advantage This was not al- 
ways so. It was not a far cry from the 
time when immigrants, both men and wo- 
men, were “‘indentured’’—virtually sold at 
auction to owners who would pay their 
passage arrears—to the era of the “run- 
ner,’ a worthy successor in nefarious 
tyranny over the unfortunate immigrant. 
The day of the runner passed away only 
lately. 

The pioneer woman immigrant was the 
Irish or German girl, who fared not bad- 
ly, but in the change of conditions the 
nationality shifted and the Austro-Hunga- 
rian came,.and is now coming, for that 
matter, in the largest numbers. The run- 
ner waited for his prey outside the im- 
migration bureau and usually being of the 
same nationality easily induced the 
stranger in a strange land to let him take 
her to a boarding house temporarily, hold- 
ing-out promises of employment. 
tle means speedily became exhausted, for 
the boarding houses were in league with 
runners and she was then farmed 
out, becoming little less than a beast of 
burden.

An American Woman Who Is Profoundly Admired 
In Great Britain. . 


HERE {is an old, old story, tola 
Tomes the redskins of the north, of 
a mighty hero of other days against 
whom 4ll strength, all subtlety, all force 
of arms was powerless, but who was final- 
conquered and brought into complete 
gubjection by the magic spells of Wasis, 
the baby. Deep in the heart of the an- 
cient myth there lies a truth as old as 
time, as new as yesterday—the compell- 
ing power of childhood among all peoples, 
in all ages, in all countries. Not only to 
the eternal child himself, but to his inter- 
preters, do we boW our heads, and in this 
century above all others, his prophets are 
held in honor. 

As the children in “The Birds’ Christ- 
mas Carol’ first endeared Kate Douglas 
Wiggin to the American public, so earnest 
ttle Timothy and bewitching Lady Gay 
nave uniocked for her all sorts of por- 
tals—cottage doors, middle class entrances 
and castle gateways across the water. 

The “Christmas Carol,” now “on the 
quarter of a million ‘stretch,” as the last 
advertisements put it, has always been 
prime favorite of all Mrs. Wiggin’s books 
in this country; in Great Britain it stands 
second to “‘Timothy’s Quest,”’ and it is 
as the chronicles of this small hero’s ad- 
wentures that the authoress is best known 
in London, Edinburgh and Dublin society. 

For the last ten years Mrs. Wiggin 
has gone abroad every summer and has 
spent most of her time in the British 
isles, of whose scenes and people she is 
especially fond. She began with Eng- 
jand, London seasons and visits to coun- 
try houses, and the impressions thus 
gained were given out again in “Pene- 
lope’s English Experiences.’’ Next Scot- 
land beckoned her across the border, and 
from life in Edinburgh, springtimés in the 
highlands, summers in the lowlands, 
grew “‘Penelope’s Progress,”’ a book as 
much appreciated, read as eagerly and 
laughed over as heartily in the land o’ 
beather as it has been in America. 

In all this time Ireland only received a 
fying visit now and then, but the pub- 
lic begins to clamor for an Inmsh ‘Pene- 
lope’ to complete the series, and last sum- 
mer Mrs. Wiggin made an extended stay 
in Erin’s isle as a prelude to more detail- 
ed and intimate studies of the life and 
the people. Upon hearing of the proposed 
visit, an English author expressed his 
approval of the scheme on patriotic 
grounds, wittily saying that if the pro- 
fected book remained unwritten Ireland 
would for once have a real grievance and 
questions would be asked in the house 
which Mr. Balfour would find it difficult 
to answer. 

No people are more hospitable than ths 
British and none more warm and friend- 
ly to those they really like, and intro- 
duced as she has been by the charming 
children of her books and by her pic- 
turesque notes of travel, Mrs. Wiggin has 
long been persona grata on the othep side 
of the herring pond, 

The season just past began with a visit 
at Bramall HaH, a wonderful old black 
ard white house in Cheshire, the newest 
portion of which dates from Elizabeth's 
time. The Virgin Queen herself passed 
the night there on one of her royal pro- 
gresse3 and sent her workmen afterward 
to model in plaster a marvelous celling 
in the drawing room as a memento of 
the visit. With its jeweled windows, its 
green terraces where peacotks flaunt their 
tails, its hedges of yew and holly and its 
trout stream; with its armor, its tapes- 
tries, its silver and carved oak, it is a per- 
fect example of the ideal English coun- 
try house, and it has become almost a 
second home to the American story teller. 

At the village of Bramall, nearby, Mrs. 

Wiggin gave a reading from her own 
books:last summer for the benefit of her 
host’s favorite charity and on the event- 
fvl night the narrow streets and rustic 
lane were gay with flashing lamps and 
noisy with clattering hoofs, for all the 
gentry of the countryside came out to 
hear of the Ruggleses preparation for 
the Christrras dinner and the wanderings 
of pretty Kitty Schuyler among the gray 
cathedrals of old England. On the fol- 
lowinte evening the programme was re- 
peated at Rramali hall for the house ser- 
vants,. the grooms. coachmen and garden- 
ers, the lodgekeepers, farmers and car- 
penters of the estate and their families, 
and at the close of the reading, at the re- 
quest of the housekeeper, Mrs. Wiggin 
and her sister sang a series of plantation 
melodies, which were greatly enjoyed by 
this rather unsual audience. The gifted 
entertainer was bidden to the _ stone- 
ficored kitchen afterward, where the 
guests were partaking of bread and 
cheese and beer, and where @er health 
vas solemnly drunk and she received a 
formal speech” of thanks made by the 
coachman and seconded in parliamentary 
fashion by the ‘thead gardener. . 

From England Mrs. Wiggin went di- 
rect to Edinburgh, where she says she 
now feels almost more at home than in 
New York. A profusion of flowers and 
sheaves of invitations were awaiting her, 
and the next: five weeks were spent in 
attending luncheons, dinners, teas, recep- 
tlons and in accepting all sorts of atten- 
tions fromthevarious sets of gifted people 
that make up society in that gray town 
of the north. 

Hospitality in Edinburgh is like that 
of a Texas ranch, says Mrs. Wiggin, but 
as every one does not find it so, it Is to be 
Presumed that she has ‘thawed the 
Scotch ice, which is very cold,’’ accord- 
ing to Charles Reade, ‘‘and has reached 
the Scotch fire, warmer than any sun 
of Italy or Spain.” 

From Edinburgh town to the highlands 
Was the next move, and May found the 
Story teller at the village of Inveraray 
in Argylishire, the seat of the duke of 
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No. 3 Van Ness Place, New York.

THE PHILIPPINES

Tm recent remarks of the Chinese 
minister in Washington upon the sub- 
ject of tea drinking in the United 
States, while doubtless intended to benefit 
indirectly the tea trade of his own coun- 
try, may serve the opposite purpose by 
drawing the attention of the American 
people to another point of view of the 
subject—that of raising in the Philippines 
the 70,000,000 pounds of tea imported from 
China in 1898, and pocketing the $16,000,000 
exchanged for the same with the Ilowery 


Kingdom. 

It is but little over half a century ago 
that England purchased the whole of 
her tea from China. Today but a small 
quantity is imported from that country 
in comparison with the 100,000,000 pounds 
taken annually from Ceylon and the tea 
gardens of Assam, Darjiling and Nilgari 
in India. 

As tea has been raised profitably by the 
Dutch in Java, it may be presumed that 
the slopes of the mountains of the Philfp- 
pines will afford a good field for tea plant- 
ing, carried on upon very much the same 
lines as it is in India.

Diamonds, 
pearis, emeralds, rubies and turquoises 
are but parts of his design, and the way 
in which he employs anethyst as other 
jewelers use ename] is productive of amaz- 
ing results. 

A great dragon fip in one of the cases 
has a body of dull purple shades all made 
in amethyst. Its wings are lined with 
veins of many colored gold, reflecting the 
sunlight, while the celicate wings therm- 
selves are of transparent enamel, slivers 
of opal, oryx, emerald or any other stone. 
Lalique fancied to give the shimmer of 
the real insect’s colors. 

The scarabeus, with its mystic meaning 
and dull colors, is an excuse for a gor- 
geous background of diamonds, whereup- 
on the artist paints a fantastic eastern 
fancy, with the beetle in dull blue, and 
women's figures which end not in legs, 
but with the horned tail of the scarabeus. 
All this ornament is made of enamel, 
gold, ivory and jewels. In the following 
out of his idea, Lalique allows no tradi- 
tion to interfere with the desire of his 
genius.
